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Church, USA lead effort 
to slow world arms race

During the five weeks of the United 
Nations Special Session on Disarma- 
ment (May 23-June 28), the nations of the 
world will spend $40 billion on arms. 


The $400 billion spent on arms each 
year is a special target for the United 
Nations, the United States and the 
Catholic church. They want to slow the 
arms race that makes nuclear war a 
constant threat and they want to free up 
part of that $400 billion for development 
aid for poor nations. 


THE SPECIAL session will mark the first 
time since 1932 that virtually all nations 
have joined in a disarmament conference. 


The Catholic church, from the Vatican to 
the United States through Europe and the 
Third World, has been a strong supporter 
of the special session. 


The Vatican submitted a tough state- 
ment supporting disarmament in the 
planning stages of the session and 
Archbishop Agostino Casaroli, secretary 
of the Vatican’s Council for the Public 
Affairs of the Church, generally regarded 
as the Vatican’s foreign minister, will 
address the special session. 


ON THE EVE of the special session, 


‘Archbishop John Quinn of San Francisco, 
_ president of the National Conference of > - 
_--Catholic: Bishops, called:.on American 


Catholics to support the effort and called 
on the United States to “propose creative 
initiatives to control and reduce the global 
arms race.” 


Quoting from a Vatican statement to the 


United Nations in 1976, Archbishop 
Quinn called on delegates to the special 
session to “approach their task with an 
entirely new attitude, one which recog- 
nizes that the nuclear arms race is a 
danger, an injustice, a mistake and an act 
of aggression against the poor of the 
world.” 


In congressional testimony, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference urged the United 
States to offer specific initiatives, such as: 


—OFFERING to halt the testing, pro- 
duction. and deployment of nuclear 
weapons for a year or until another special 
session is held and asking other nations to 
reciprocate. 


—HALTING the a ioitionn of fission- 
able materials for nuclear weapons 
because it has already stockpiled all it 
could foreseeably use. 


—DISMANTLING a specific number of 
nuclear weapons if other nations will 
pledge to do the same. 


—CALLING on the United Nations to 
establish an International Verification 
Agency under the UN secretary-general. 


On Memorial Day weekend, May 25-27, 
Mobilization for. Survival, an American 
‘coalition of religious, peace and other 
groups will sponsor a series of activities. 


These include an interdenominational 
_ religious convocation, calling on the 
world’s leaders to eliminate nuclear 
weapons, end the arms race and transfer 
arms spending to human needs. Many in 
the demonstrations will also call for an end 
to the use of nuclear energy.

‘Roots’ and church records 


Pastors of Catholic churches in some areas 
have noticed an increase in requests for exam- 
ination of baptismal, marriage and other 
church .records as people endeavor to trace 
their family roots.-Bishop Francis Shea of 
Evansville, Ind., brought this to the notice of 
the U.S. bishops at their spring meeting in 
Chicago earlier this month. 


Ancestors are very important to Mormons, 
and they probably have the most extensive 
genealogical research facilities in the nation, 
centered at Salt Lake City. They regularly 
promote their “roots tracing” operation in radio 
ads. The question arises whether the time has 


come for us to follow suit, maybe as a parish” 


fundraiser? 


“Our parish and diocesan records of bap- 
tisms, marriages and deaths are becoming 
prime sources for this search for family roots,” 
said Bishop Shea. “This is creating problems 
concerning the security of our records and 
often placing a burden on clergy and staff.” 


Bishop Cletus O'Donnell, of Madison, Wis., 
pointed out a distinction to be made between 
first communion, confirmation and death re- 
cords, and baptism and marriage records. 
While all sacramental records are essentially 
private, baptism and. marriage documents may 
contain facts “which require confidentiality” 
and therefore should “not be open to anyone 
who wants to search,” he said.

affect and hopefully influence for 
good my circle of friends, relatives 
and others with whom | have contact. 
But is that enough? In the long run, 
does it even make a measurable 
difference? 


| think that often the apparent 
immensity of the problem makes us 
feel defeated. With the evidence of so 
much blatant evil and more am- 
biguous “un-good” thrust upon us by 


_€very communications medium, our 


own efforts may seem futile. And that 
is very frightening. 

Asense of futility about what we are 
doing or are able to do is destructive 
and eventually immobilizing. It is 


something from which we instinctive- 
ly seek escape. Perhaps it is this that 
underlies the increasingly inward- 
turning and hedonistic tendencies 
discernable in too many strata of our 
society today. 

AND IT IS insidious. This kind of 
reaction to such-stress can insinuate 
itself into even the most earnest 


Christian thinking—if we let it. 


The secret of handling it, of “cop- 
ing”, | think, is to keep one’s sense of 
perspective. There is far more good in 
the world than there is evil. There 
must be, for God still reigns. He still 
sustains us in life and the universe in 
being. 

The promises he made still stand 
and the gates of hell do not and will not 
prevail. The weapons he gave us for 
combat are still available, although 
maybe a little rusty from disuse. Love 
one another. Do good to one another. 


WHEREVER there is evil there must 


be good because evil is not the 
absence of good, it is the denial of 


good. It is the un-doing of good, the 
un-dermining of love, the un-Goden- 


ning of humanity—if | may steal a 
‘word from Father William McNamara. 


Love, goodness and the enduring 
power of God are-absolutes. They are 
constants. 


Our own arena of combat may 
never hit the headlines but it is the 


‘front line all the same. In spiritual - 


warfare the victories are not tangi- 
ble—we can never truly evaluate our 
successes—but one thing is certain. 


Our side, the Christian side, the side 
of gentleness and compassion, of 
giving and forgiving, of love and the 
peace of Christ, is the winning side.

According to author, curmudgeon and 
Christian convert Malcolm Muggeridge, the 
communications media are “an integral part 
of our disintegrating way of life”. 


According to a document issued by the 
Vatican in 1971, “the church sees these media 
as ‘gifts of God.’ ” 


WHO’S RIGHT? Are media gifts of God 
or reflectors of a disintegrating society? Why 
the gap between promise and performance in 
the media? What—if anything—can con- 
cerned people do about it? 


From different points of view, both 
Muggeridge and the Vatican document are 
right about the media, at least to some extent. 


Broadly speaking, Muggeridge, himself a 
frequent performer on British and American 


television, was sketching the reality of — 


much—though certainly not all—of what 


today graces TV sets, movie screens and 
other channels of mass communication. The 
litany of complaint (too much, violence and 
sex, materialism, hedonism, etc.) is familiar 
and largely justified. 


IN EQUALLY broad terms, the Vatican’s 
1971 Pastoral Instruction on Social Com- 
munications uv as pointing to the ideal of what- 
might-have-been and what-might-yet-be: 
communications media truly and consistently 
at the service of human values. 


Why aren’t they—at least more often than 
is now the case? 


There are many reasons. In the United 
States one of the most important is money. 


THERE IS A great deal of it to be made in 
the commericial communications world. And 
it appears that money, rather than considera- 
tions of artistic quality and social responsibil- 
ity, usually has the final word on media policy. 


So, for example, commercial television has 
been called a medium whose basic purpose is 
to bring people with things to sell into contact 
with people who may be persuaded to buy 
them. What counts most isn’t the intrinsic 
excellence of a program but its capacity to 
attract potential customers. 


Complaints about media go even further 
and deeper. One of the most serious is that 
they are imposing their values on society. 


IN THIS VIEW, a relative handful of 
people in the communications world, with no 
accountability to the public, play a crucial role 
in shaping national attitudes and priorities 
according to their preferences and pre- 
judices. 


An interreligious group in San Antonio, 
protesting the ABC television show “Soap,” 
put it this way in an advertisement last fall in 
the city’s newspapers: 


“When a few men who manage America’s 
television networks...deliberately set out to 
alter traditional standards of propriety 
through entertainment programming prac- 
tices, for strictly commercial motives, ii raises 
the grave question of who is ultimately 
accountable for network program direct- 
ions.” 


MEDIA APOLOGISTS have a stock 
answer for critics: If you don’t like it, don’t 
watch (or listen or read). 


Valid up to a point, this nonetheless ignores 
a central fact—the pervasiveness of media 


today. They reach everywhere in contempor- 
ary society, and it’s literally impossible to 
avoid their effects, if not on oneself, then 
certainly on others and on the tone and 
orientation of society as a whole. 


There are no simple solutions to the 
problems» involved here. Rigid censorship, 
governmental or private, is certainly not the 
answer (although media are too quick to cry 
“Censorship!” whenever restraint—even self- 
restraint—is urged on them). 


FUNDAMENTAL CHANGES are re- 
quired. It’s evident, for example, that a 
restructuring of the television industry is long 
overdue to provide for an effective, con- 
tinuing public voice in policy and program- 
ming. Yet nothing like that is on the horizon. 
In the meantime it’s important that individuals 
and_.groups at least play an active advocacy 
role—telling the media what they think and 
urging them to live up to their responsibilities. 


Education is another part of the solution. A 
reasonably sophisticated understanding of 
media is perhaps the best form of insurance 
against being taken advantage of and 
exploited. This points to the need for serious 
media education efforts by schools, church- 
es, parents and others. :

Pioneer breed 


He spreads the Word 
of God over airwaves

We all know the work of the historic | 


Franciscan, Fray Junipero Serra of Cali- 
fornia. Countless other forgotten Francis- 
cans labored in the “sainted” cities (like San 
Antonio, San Diego, Santa Fe and San 
Bernardino) that dot our West and South- 
west. 


ANOTHER FRANCISCAN, Father Ag- 
nellus Andrew, is of that pioneér breed. 
He is a communicator of the Word, a prime 
mover in the church’s effort to.bring radio 
and television to the service of Christ and 
the gospel. The Fran- - 
ciscan Communica- 
tion Center in Los | 
Angeles owes much # 
to his inspiration. 


Father Andrew is a 
Scot with the face and 
manner of a great 
thespian. The roots of 
his work are in great 
Britain, but the stout 
tree that grows from those roots has branch- 
es spreading around the world. 


Father Agnellus 


One reason is that for more than 10 years 
Father Andrew has been the wide-travelling 
president of the international society of 
Catholic communication workers, named 
UNDA—the Latin word for “wave,” hence for 
the airwaves. 


FATHER ANDREW lives at St. Gabriel’s, 
the Catholic Radio and Television Station 
Centre, in Hatch End, Middlesex, a London 
suburb. (The Archangel Gabriel, who blows 
his trumpet for the Lord, is a fitting patron for 
this priest and his veteran colleagues who 
have taught so many, from all over the globe, 
to blow their horns, too, for the kingdom.) 


St. Gabriel's is a training school for fledgling 
as well as practiced communicators. They 
come from the farthest places on every 
continent to learn at Hatch End the skills of 
radio and television engineering, program- 
ming and production. 


Africa, Taiwan, Canada, the United States, 


‘India and Latin America send lay people, 


priests and sisters to learn from St. Gabriel 
and Father Andrew. Groups of bishops, 
rabbis and businessmen have been their 
students, too. 


HOW DID all this begin? 


As a young priest, Father Andrew was 
speaking one day to a large group of workers 
at a factory gate in Manchester. It was during 
their lunch break, and he was overheard by a 
pair of British Broadcasting Corporation 
(BBC) people who happened by. 


What the “BBCers” heard they obviously. 
liked, and back in London they talked about 
their talent-find. An offer soon came, and 
before long Father Andrew was part of aBBC 
“brain trust,” and for 10 years director of all its 
religious programming. 


Father Andrew has a distinguished and 
memorable voice. Many of us are used to 
hearing it on broadcasts of the Holy Father’s 
Christmas midnight mass from Rome. If it is 
so familiar a voice, there is a reason. 


IT WAS HE who commented by radio to 


the English-speaking world at the opening of 


the 1950 Holy Year, in the time of Pius XII. He 
did the same just three years ago, by satellite 
television transmission, when Paul VI 
inaugurated the Holy ‘Year of 1975. 


A career in radio and television sounds 


glamorous. It is, indeed, exciting and 
interesting. But no one knows better then 
Father Andrew that the glamor weighs little 
against the hard, professional work, the 
frustrations and the budget-balancing that 
go into a single effective program for Christ’s 
kingdom. 


Tirelessly, all over the world, in his travels 
as UNDA’s president, Father Andrew has 
urged his disciples and imitators to bolster 
their courage, improve their professionalism, 
and beg the funds they need to carry on this 
apostolate of communication of the good 
news. He is the enemy of shoddy perfor- 
mances, saying again and again: “Third-rate 
work, even when blessed with holy water, is 
third-rate work!“ 


HIS OWN EXAMPLE of dedicated 
professionalism is one of the richest re- 
sources of church communication today. But 
let us not end on that pious note. 


Father Andrew, follower of the poor St. 
Francis that he is, would want to shout out 
loud and clear how sorely the church today 
needs dollars, yen, francs, pesetas, escudos 
and pounds sterling in order to make waves in 
the world of broadcasting.

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New communication in 
the church began with 
second Vatican council

John XXIII had only been pope 90 days 
when he startled the world with the 
announcement of the 21st ecumenical 
council. At what would normally have been a 
tranquil liturgy at the Roman Basilica of St. 
Paul’s Outside the Walls, Pope John shook 
his listeners with his stated intention to 
convene a council to promote the unity of all 
‘Christian peoples. 


Four years later on the feast of Mary, the 
Mother of God, Oct. 11, 1962, 3,000 bishops 
gathered with the pope to open the council. 
The 80-year-old John chided the prophets of 
gloom and doom and spoke of the world’s 
need for the medicine of mercy. 


HE ADVISED the bishops to take a 
pastoral view of their work and not to engage 


- outlook. 


in sterile academic controversies. He urged 
them to be large hearted and bold in their 


This they would indeed have to be. During 
the four years of preparation for the council, 
70 documents were composed by 10 com- 
missions. This material was meant to be the 
subject matter for debate and approval by the 
council Fathers. 


The 10 commissions controlled the content 
of the debate materials on liturgy, church, 
ecumenism, etc. Much of the original material 
prepared was ultra conservative in tone and 
lacking the pastoral broadmindedness called 
for by Pope John. 


THE COUNCIL Fathers found that 69 of 
the 70 original documents bore a text-bookish 
tone that provided little or no room for fresh 
and daring thinking. The weight of the 


Constantinian and Tridentine periods of 
church history hung heavy on the materials 
and threatened to prevent the 20th-century 
church from finding its own voice. 


Fortunately, the dociument on liturgy did 
have a progressive tone. Moreover, it was the 
kind of reforming document that would have 
the most immediate impact on the rank-and- 
file Catholic. As the debate on this document 
took place, it became clear that the winds of 
renewal were strong in the council hall. As 
was an amusing sidelight—council Fathers 
discoursing in Ciceronian Latin about the 
need to use vernacular tongues in worship. 


The progressive members of the council 
gradually began to prevail. By the time the 


_ debate on the sources of revelation was on 


the floor, almost two-thirds of the bishops 
voted to reject the original document. Pope 
John ordered it rewritten. Meanwhile, the 
composition of the preparatory committees 


changed so that fresh thinking would appear © 


in the proposed council documents (called 
schemas). 


POPE JOHN died after the first session. 
Paul VI was elected to succeed him. His 
splendid opening speech to the second 
session of the council affirmed these goals for 
the council: renewal of the church, the unity 
of all Christians, dialogue with the world. It 
was during this session that the document on 
the church was discussed and the question of 
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collegiality arose. 

Collegiality implied that the bishops shared 
in the authority of the pope to rule the church. 
At the beginning of the third session, Pope 
Paul concelebrated with 24 bishops to 
demonstrate his commitment to collegiality. 


Midway through the fourth session in the 
autumn of 1965, Pope Paul flew to the United 
Nations in New York, rejoicing in the 
knowledge that the council had just approved 
the document on religious freedom. The 
council would be discussing the document on 
“Community of Nations and the Building Up 
of Peace” while he urged the U.N. delegations 
to join him in the struggle for peace. “No 
more war! No more war!” 


CLEARLY VATICAN II has been the 
greatest religious event of the 20th century so 
far and one of the peak experiences in the 
history of the Catholic church. Unlike other 
councils which were called to settle doctrinal 
difficulties and dogmatic problems, this one 
was convened to promote the spiritual 
renewal of the church and to find a way to 
offer its loving warmth and service to all 
people of good will. 


Only the perspective of time can reveal 
how successful will be its dream and which of 
its decisions are'the most far reaching. One 
thing is certain. It has provided a talking 
ground between church and world. May 
peace and love come from that discussion. 


Christian Meditation: How to relax with Jesus

Peace is the rest that comes from being complete or 
whole. Jesus asked us to seek first the kingdom of God 
and all things would be added to us (Matthew 6:33). St. 
Augustine said that peace is the tranquility of order. 


Peace then begins with turning the heart over to Jesus. 
The heart is the center-of the decision making process 
where the feelings, the mind and the will come together 
to direct our life. “No man can serve two masters.” 
(Matthew 6:24) 


This article is to teach an exercise which can help 


prepare our body to receive the peace of Christ. Tension - 


and. stress are the result of conflict; as when Jesus is 
leading us in one way and the world is leading us in 
- another way. org ; 


Jesus is the light of the world (John 9:5). To be filled 
with the light of Christ is to be filled with life (John 1:4). 
To be filled with the life of Christ is to be whole and 
complete and, thus, at peace. ; 


The following exercise is designed to bring the light of 
Christ into the entire body. First, lie comfortably on the 
floor. Then, try to become aware of the tension in your 
body by flexing individual muscles. 


As you contract each muscle, one at a time, you will 
tend to surface the tension. As the muscle contracts the 
tension in that muscle tends to become more apparent. 
At this point hold the contraction until you become 
slightly tired. : 


Then, as you imagine the light of Jesus’ presence come 
into the place of tension say, “Jesus loves me,” and relax 


the muscle. Go, more or less, through the whole body in 
this way believing that God is filling you with light through 
his son, Jesus. 


“Believe in the light and you will become sons of the 
light.” (John 12:36) The light here is not some cosmic 


“force we are trying to manipulate by a trick-of the 


imagination, but it represents God’s love for us. 


Therefore, as you see the light moving through your 
muscles place your troubles and their consequent stress 
under the reign of Jesus by an act of trust in his kingship. 
Then, with the authority your submission to Jesus gives 
you gently command the muscles to relax in Jesus’ 
name. 


As the light of Christ entirely rules you you will rule all 
things by the light of Christ and there will be peace! 


The man who > 
opened the doors 
to discussion

At age 76, when most men are thinking seriously about 
retiring, if they haven’t already done so, Angelo Giuseppe 
Roncalli was elected pope. Many thought that he was 
purposely chosen as a sort of interim pontiff to give the most 
likely candidate a few years to become just a bit more eligible. 


Besides being old, he was easy-going, affable, supposedly 
capable of being manipulated by the-defenders of the status 
quo. Not that he was a nobody; far from it. He was genuinely 
holy and extremely intelligent, with a distinguished diplomatic 
career in difficult posts. 


BUT HE WOULD make no waves, it was thought; he was 
“safe.” How the Holy Spirit must chuckle at the carefully 
contrived maneuvers of his instruments. It was time for a new 
Pentecost and he would use John XXIII to initiate it. 


The new pope produced not just a wave but a tidal wave 
which swept the church—and, as history will surely 
demonstrate, the world—into a new era.

guished. He was born in Bergamo, Italy, in 1881, third of 13 
children in a family of sharecroppers. 


AFTER ATTENDING a Roman seminary on a scholar- 
ship, he was ordained on Aug. 10, 1904. 


Early in his priesthobd he became involved in Catholic action 
and was sensitized to the plight of workers. 


During World War I he served the sick and wounded as a 
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sergeant in the medical corps and later as a lieutenant in the 
chaplains’ corps. In 1921, Pope Benedict XV appointed him 
director of the Society of the Propagation of the Faith in Italy 
and in 1925 he was consecrated archbishop and named 
apostolic visitator to Bulgaria. 


THUS BEGAN adiplomatic career which brought him next 
to Turkey and Greece as apostolic delegate. No armchair 
diplomat, he learned to speak Bulgarian, Turkish, modern 
Greek, and Russian. He was later named nuncio to Paris. 


In 1953 he was made a cardinal and received the red biretta, 
together with the Grand Cross of the French Legion of Honor, 
in the Elysee Place on Jan. 15, the day of his appointment as 
Patriarch of Venice. 


HIS ACCOMPLISHMENTS at Venice were considerable, 
but God had even greater plans for him. He was elected pope 
on Oct. 28, 1958 and immediately started moving in new 
directions. 


There followed a synod for the diocese of Rome, the first in 
history; the establishment of a commission for the revision of 
canon law; and the convocation of an ecumenical council, 
Vatican II, a real bombshell which was vigorously and openly 
opposed in some quarters. 


HIS SEVEN encyclicals covered a wide variety of subjects, 
one of them, “Pacem in Terris” (1963), provoking worldwide 
discussion. He set up the Secretariat for Promoting Christian 
Unity and gave dynamic impetus to ecumenism. 


For about a year before his death Pope John suffered 
intensely from what he knew was gastric cancer, but he never 
slowed his pace. His last appearance at his window was on May 
22, 1963, and his death on June 3 plunged the whole world into 
mourning.

Should religious

Should priests and nuns stay out of politics? 


Father Larry Dolan, chaplain of the University 
of San Diego, has a letter on page 5 disagreeing 
with a comment | made in “A time to keep” 
recently on the question of religious and their 
place in political and social action. 


MY COLUMN ITEM was based on a recent 
observation by the Vatican Congregation for 
Religious, that as a general rule religious 
(priests, brothers and sisters) should not take 
the lead in this respect. 


Archbishop James J. Byrne, of Dubuque, 
lowa, said in an interview with NC News that 
congregation members at their plenary 
assembly had agreed that “only infrequently 
should religious take the lead, so to speak, in 
the social and especially in the political fields.” 


Father Dolan finds this statement “both 
ironic and unfortunate”. He asks whether the 
Vatican Congregation wishes to imply or teach 
“that those with leadership responsibilities in 
the church should remain silent and un- 
involved when faced with the injustice of 
legalized abortion, the oppression of ethnic 
minorities, or the threat of world war?” 


ACCORDING TO Archbishop Byrne, the 
congregation members agreed that “religious 
should mainly prepare laity to work in the social 
and political fields’ by offering them 
“guidance, help and encouragement.” 


In a report to the meeting on religious in 
North America, the archbishop said that 
“direct, immediate participation in politics is 
not something which religious in North 
America accept as a general norm.” 


The Congregation’s prefect, Cardinal 
Eduardo Pironia, said in an interview that 
religious priests, brothers and sisters can best 
contribute to human development by living out 
their religious vows. 


“IF A RELIGIOUS wants to do something for 
man’s integral development and the full 
liberation of peoples,” said the cardinal, “then 
he must continue to be essentialy a religious.” 

He went on: “Religious are being asked to live 
their self-donation to Christ in a more radical 
way, through the positive richness of the vows, 
in the fraternal joy-of the gospel and in the 
depths of contemplative prayer. 

“l want to insist on this: that the religious’ first 
contribution to evangelization and to human 
development must be in living the religious life 
as a prophetic sign within the church,” said the 
cardinal. 

FATHER DOLAN, in his letter refers to this as 
“nothing other than a return to the sacristy, 
monastery and convent.” 

He is not alone in his objections. Network,

has challenged the Vatican Congregation’s 
viewpoint. 

“How can the church bind up wounds without 
addressing those structures which cause the 
wounds,” they ask in a prepared statement. 


There are 10 religious working fulltime on 


Network’s staff and there are about 3,000 
members across the country who lobby part 
time. 


“FROM MY READING of the social encycli- 
cals,” said Sister Carol Coston, Network’s 
executive director, “the church today has a 
clear mandate to seriously confront those 
structures and systems which keep peoples 
oppressed and unable to participate in 
decisions affecting their basic human rights 
and needs. 


“Does my commitment to follow Jesus 
exempt me from actively denouncing injustice 
as he did?” she asks. “Can my prayer life be 
unrelated to the suffering of the world’s poor?” 


In a report on the world consultation 
conducted by the Vatican Congregation, the 
Vatican’s daily newspaper L’Osservatore Ro- 
mano wrote that religious and bishops 
consulted agree that “the witness and service

of religious must not be a service within a 
political party.” 


IN THE UNITED STATES there are two priest- 
congressmen. Are they being told by the 
Vatican that they should not be sitting there, 
talking there, representing there? 


It is not clear. Archbishop Byrne made no 


direct reference to them in his interview, 


though he stated in his report to the Congrega- 
tion that they exist, as well as certain religious- 
dominated social action and study groups. 


Should priests, brothers and sisters take the 
lead, get into politics and social action? The 


point in my own comment, which sparked - 


Father Dolan’s reply, is that there is surely 
enough for them to do in a more limited 
“religious” sense than to pursue careers which 
lead them down the paths of compromise and 
chicanery which bedevil politics. 


Sure, there’s plenty -of social action to be 
done. Sure, there’s plenty of political activity 


necessary to make this world a better place. 


But do those whose dedication is firmly in the 
footsteps of Christ really need to enter an arena 
he shunned—the world of politics?

Experimental service cuts 
daily mailings and expenses 


An experimental weekly 
mailing service to parishes 
is to be tried by the main 
diocesan offices in San 
Diego. 


“There has been a great 
proliferation. of mail in 
recent years,” said Msgr. I. 
Brent Eagen, diocesan 


chancellor, ‘‘and daily 


mailings are both expen- 
sive and have caused pas- 
tors to ask why it cannot be 
amalgamated into less: 
frequent batches.” 


As a result of a meeting of 
diocesan heads of depart- 
ments it has been decided 
to make a trial for about 
three months of consoli- 
dating mail addressed to 
parishes, pastors and 
“priests. : 


Unless mail is particu- 
larly urgent, it will be keptin 
the diocesan mailroom 
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to serve its senior citizens 


showing 51 for home visits, 
44 for senior activities, 26 
for telephoning and 14 for 
transportation. r 


“ALMOST immediately 
five of the telephone volun- 
teers began to call and 
invite seniors and volun- 
teers—many are both—to 
an open house to get ac- 
quainted at the parish hall, 
said Whitaker. 


From this, 94 attended 
the morning and evening 
sessions, at which they 
met representatives from 
different agencies. 


Next’ came workshops, 
the first on “Understanding 
Aging”, given by Val Scott, 
director of the Department 
of Aging at Catholic Com- 
munity Services. 


THE SECOND featured 
Sister Dolores Molina on 
“Home Visitation”, and the 
third dealt with “Commu- 
nity Resources”, including 
panel members from sen- 
ior services departments of 
the City of San Diego. 


. During this period, the 


, census committee of the 


project began giving in 
names of seniors in the 
parish, and an interim 
coordinating committee 
was established to work 
with Whitaker. 


The first month of 1978 


brought a repeat of some 


workshops for those who 
missed the previous 
events, and the parish 
“readiness” group of volun- 
eers numbered around 60. 


TELEPHONING of se-— 


niors continued to find out 
their needs, and Father 


Douglas Regin became 


leader of the home visita- 
tion planning. 

With the help of a com- 
munity college district 
coordinator, Jan Wahl, a 
senior center was organ- 
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ized and was opened early 
in February. 


The next stage brought 
the division of the parish 
into four areas for home 
visitation and 46 volunteers 
were involved in eight area 
meetings to discuss goals 
and plans. 


THE AIMS of the initial 
visits to seniors were de- 
cided as (a) to invite them 
to the center; (b) to identify 
the seniors who needed 
additional services. It was 
found that the majority— 
about 200—were active 
and in good health. 


As the next months pas- 
sed, activities and atten- 
dance at the center in- 
creased, and an average of 


-60 showed up each Tues- 


day to enjoy the programs. 


By now the interfaith 
coalition on aging was also 
involved. Card files on 
volunteers and seniors 
were building up.
